The total value at the ports 
whence they are shipped of the bananas sent 
to this country.is nearly four million dollars. 
Bananas make up nearly half of the exports of 
Jamaica to the United States. The trade in 
this fruit here is an enormous one, 
and there is no place where bananas cannot 
be found. Why not use this rapidly-growing 
traffic which has become so essential to the 
West India Islands for the purpose of forcing 
from them concessions they might be reluctant 
to make otherwise? 

O'Less than three weeks of the session remain, 
and there are many things before Congress 
demanding attention, but there is not one 
which is as important as this modification of 
the plan.

UNLIMITED COINAGE. 
Would that some power would give to the 
people of Montana, Idaho, Colorado, Nevada, 
and those in other silver States who join in 
their cry for *‘ free coinage *’ the power to see 
themselves as others see them. They would 
then be able to perceive what colossal asses 
they are in advocating through their Repre- 
sentatives the passage of the bill urged by the 
man Vest, who is either-a monkeying lunatic 
ora malignant knave in proposing to open 
our doors to make of this country a dumping 
ground for all the spare silver in every other 

part of the world. 

Who would: benefit by such a bill if it were 
pagsed? Only the few men who now have sil- 
ver in bars ready to exchange at almost a mo- 
ment’s notice for American gold. By the 
time all that silver which is already on hand 
had been shoveled into the mints of the 
United States by the speculatorsall the profits 
would have been taken out of the business. 
There would then be no gold left to exchange 
for whatever silver might come along from 
other countries or be extracted from our own 
mines and arrive halting and shuffling into 
the market a few weeks later. The whole of 
the cream would be skimmed off the milk at 
the first operation, leaving to the people only 
an impoverished fluid of little valde. 

It is laid down by the well-known Cernuschi 
as a law that two metals like gold and silver 
ean be kept in circulation side by side even 
though one of them may be for the time being 
a little below par as compared with the other. 
This because of the fact that the cheaper 
metal is sought for in payment of indebted- 
ness. The greater demand tends to enhance 
the price, as in the case of every other thing 
that is bought and sold, while comparative 
neglect of the dearer metal tends to keep it 
down. In consequence of this the two will 


come again to a parity like the pendulums of 


two clocks which tend to beat in unison when 
placed near each other, But if the clocks 
be widely separated there is no such 
harmonizing influence, and if the 
equality of the two metals is too 
rudely disturbed the tendency is then to a 
further widening apart. The tendency of 
both is to recede farther away from the mid- 
dle line between them. This difference is es- 
tablished when the breach has widened so 
much that silver can no longer be used in pay- 
ment of indebtedness for gold except at a 
discount. \ 

Such a driving apart would be almost an 
immediate consequence of the adoption of 
unlimited coinage of silver at the present 
ratio of sixteen to one when the ratio of actual 
values is more than twenty toone. The dif- 
ference is too wide to permit of both circulat- 
ing together a smgie day after it 
has been resolved that the owners of 
all the silver in the world could send 
it here to have affixed to each sixteen 
ounces of that metal a certificate that it yas 
equaltetwenty ounces. Our gold would at 
once begin to slip out of the country, and very 
soon the whole of it would have disappeared, 
never to be coaxed back again until after we 
had returned to our senses and shown our- 
selves willing to pay for it its bullion value in 
silver. The next thing we knew we should bé 
down to the bullion basis for silver, the ounce 
of it buying no more than the current quota- 
tion in London, and then the foolish ones who 
voted for stumptail silver under the inipres- 
sion it was going to help them mightily would 
find it was not helping them at all. The sil- 
ver would be worth even less af the mint (in 
gold dollars) than it is now. : 

If the stumptail silverites would content 
themselves with insisting that the Government 
should take up the total production of the 
American silver mines they would show en- 
lightened selfishness. That extra demand 
would take from the world’s markets a por- 
tion of the weight that now presses them 
down, and might by so much permit a lifting 
of the bullion value of silver in London. If 
with this there could be a limitation of the 
quantity annually produced by our mines, so 
that the quantity offered here would not be 
oppressive, the mine-owners might be able to 
raise somewhat the value of their product. .

PARNELL AND HIS POLICY. 


The dispatches in yesterday’s Tarsunz show 


that the negotiations which have been going 
on for some time between Mr, Parnell and 
the McCarthy wing of the Irish party have 
proved fruitiess and have been abandoned. 
Mr. Parnell will pursue his path alone with a 
well-definea policy. What the McCarthyites 
will or can do is not clear as yet. Messrs. 
Dillon and O’Brien are going to serve out 
their six months’ term in jail, which indicates 
that they do not expect much of anything will 
happen during the next half-year. 

Mr. Parnell says he will insist on home rule 
for Ireland in the broadest sense of the term. 
He demands an Irish Parliament at Dublin 
which shall be as free and untrammeled in its 
legislative power over all Irish local matters 
as the one at Westminster is over all British 
matters. With such a demand Mr. Gladstone 
refuses indignantly to comply. He says he 
looks on it as an insult. The Liberal party 
thinks like its chief. The alliance, therefore, 
between that organization and the Parnellites 
is definitely at an end. 

While Mr, Parnell’s policy is applauded by 
a large number of the unthinking Irish? éspe- 
cially those who have not votes, he himself 
knows perfectly well that it is impossible of 
realization as the case stands now. He knows 
that neither the Tories nor the Liberals will 
dream of granting what he asks any more 
than the people of the North would Rave 
dreamed of complying with the demand of the 
seceding States in 1861, that they be allowed, 
regardless of the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion, to set up for themselves and rule them- 
selves as they pleased. 

It has been said by some, in defense of Mr. 
Parnell’s proposition, that the Queen of En- 
gland will have the power to veto absolutely 
any law of an Irish Parliament which might 
not suit her or her advisers. They forget that 
that veto power has gone, It had to go be- 
cause it was incompatible with parliamentary 
government, which méans government by the 
majority of the House of Commons, which 
majority, acting through its leaders, decides 
regardless often of the personal wishes of the 
ruler what legislation it will putthrough. If the 
proposed Irish Parliament is to be run on the 
same principles as thé English one there will 
be nocheck by any pérgon or any body of 
men on its doings. For the .Queen’s veto to 
amount to anything there would have to be a 
semi-American system adopted for the Irish 
Parliament. 

In England executive and legislative powers 
are in the same handg practically—those of 
the parliamentary majority. In America 
they are separated carefully, and the Pres- 
ident and the Governors of States have a veto 
which amounts to something. There is also 
another veto power in this country, which is 
unknown to England, where Parliament is 
supreme and there is no written Constitution. 
It is that of the Federal Supreme Court. Sup- 
pose the Legislature of New York should pass 
a law trenching on the rights of the National 
Government as defined in the Constitution, 
It may be an attempt to interfere with inter- 
State commerce, coin money, or do any other 
forbidden act. The Governor may veto it, and 
thus end it. But it may pass over his veto. 
In that case it will soon be brought before the 
United States Supreme Court, which will de- 
clare it null and void, If the State refuses to 
obey the whole force of the United States 
stands behind the court to compel obedience. 

An Irish Parliament, then, with legislative 
powers subject only to this nominal regal 
veto, would be far more independent of 
Great Britain or the Parliament which 
governs it than the State of New York 
or Pennsylvania is of the United States 
Government. No American would con- 
sent for a moment to give to any State that 
absolute independence of all National control, 
that entire freedom from National superyis- 
ion, which Mr. Parnell asks for Ireland, The 
latter—half an American, and familiar with 
these facts—knowsa perfectly well that he can- 
not get what he asks for. 

It is evident then that he is playing merely 
for position. He intends to drift along during 
the lifetime of the present Parliament. - If land 
legislation worth anything to the Irish can be 
secured under the Balfour bill Mr. Parnell 
will take it. If county government can be 
secured for Ireland such as has been given 
England and Scotland he will accept it with 
pleasure. When it comes time to elect a new 
Parliament he can either stick to his present 
policy in the hope that there may come some 
turn in the wheel of events which may make 
it possible of realization, or he can change his 
plans to suit new circumstances. But he 
knows perfectly well that at present he can no 
more get for Ireland that kind of Parliament 
he asks for than South Oerolina could get 
from Andrew Jackson and Daniel Webster ac- 
quiescence in its attempt to do what it pleased 
in 1832. 

Americans are in favor of “home rule” for 
Ireland, but the kind insisted on by Mr. Par- 
nell has none of the checks and vetoes on its
